Bulbs do not 
tolerate heavy 
concentrations of fertilizer near 
them. 
For this reason 
fresh 
manure should not be used in 
the bulb garden. Bonemeal is 
one of the most commonly rec­ 
ommended fertilizers for bulbs. 
However, Miss Stratton recom­ 
mends superphosphate, because 
it is more effective and much 
cheaper to use. Aoply at a rate 
of 5 pounds per 100 square feet 
of bed area. 
Mice and moles will eat most 
bulbs except daffodils. If these 
pests are especailly bad, the 
bulbs can be protected
